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The Philippine Center on Transnational Crime (PCTC) was established by virtue of 
Executive Order No. 62 to formulate and implement a concerted program of action of all 
law enforcement, intelligence and other government agencies for the prevention and 
control of large-scale crimes, such as drug trafficking, money laundering, arms smuggling, 
trafficking in persons, intellectual property rights violations, piracy on the high-seas and 
armed robbery on ships (PARAS), cyber-crime and terrorism. 

The PCTC undertakes the following functions: 

■ to establish a shared central database on all transnational crimes; 

■ to supervise and control the conduct of all anti-transnational crime operations of 
all government agencies and instrumentalities; 

■ to establish a central database on national as well as international legislation and 
jurisprudence on transnational crime; 

■ to establish a center for strategic research on the structure and dynamics of 
transnational organized crime; 

■ to design programs and projects aimed at enhancing national capacity- building 
in combating transnational crime; 

■ to explore and coordinate information exchanges and training local and foreign 
counterparts; 

■ to enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the government, including the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities and resource, and 

■ to perform such functions and carry out such activities as may be directed by the 
President. 


I. OPERATIONS AGAINST TRANSNATIONAL ORGANIZED CRIMES

Other 
agency members and Task Units were also present inside 
the Multi-Agency Command Center (MACC) Room, set-up 
in Greenheights Business and Convention Center, 

Buhangin, Davao City. Some of the highlights/activities 
monitored at MACC are the: air recon of choppers of PAF 
about 9:02 A.M., which hovered above Toril, Davao City, 

Samal Island and downtown Davao City; the arrival of Hon. Carlos Dominguez III, Finance 
Secretary about 11:30 A.M.; a peaceful rally led by Exodus for Peace and Justice which 
aims to persuade the government to go back to the negotiating table; and the arrival of 
Pres.

2:00 of same day, Code 1 was monitored moving out from his residence in Matina and 
proceeded to Panacan (Panacanang) where Pres. DUTERTE's temporary office while in 
Davao City. 

23 rd MEETING OF THE ASEAN SENIOR LEVEL COMMITTEE - On February 13-15, 
2017, DPP-PCTC attended the meeting held at Paradise Garden, Boracay, Malay, Aklan. 
PCTC acted as the Committee on Security, Peace and Order, Emergency Preparedness and 
Response (CSPOEPR) 2017 PCTC Official.

This pertains to the enactment of Republic Act 10697, otherwise known as "Strategic 
Trade Management Act (STMA /'. On February 06-07, 2017, Do-PCTC (together with 
representatives from DTI, OSETC, DOH, DENR, NSC, BOC, PEZA, PNRI, DOJ) attended 
the 2-day consolation that was spearheaded by the Department of Trade and Industry 
(DTI) and in cooperation with the US Department of State Export Control and Related 
Border Security (EXBS) Program, presided by DIR EUGENE GONZALES (ATC PMC) 
AND ATTY LUIS CATIBAYAN (DTI) which was held at the Peninsula Manila Hotel, 
Makati City. This Consultation aims to finalize the IRR and consult from agencies and 
resource speakers for the implementation of the law. 
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NALECC-SCENR FOCUS GROUP DISCUSSION - On February 13, 2017, DR-PCTC 
attended the focus group discussion at Office of the Undersecretary for Field 
Operations Conference Room, 5 th Floor, DENR Bldg., Visayas Ave., Diliman, Quezon 
City. The FGD commend with a brief background on how the idea of creating a 
communication plan was brought about. It focused towards the Development of an 
Environmental Law Enforcement Communication Plan. The members of the NALECC- 
SCENR also saw the need for a communication plan thereby incorporating it in their 
action plan. 

CBRN RISK ASSESSMENT WORKSHOP (WP6) AND LEGAL FRAMEWORKS 
CAPABILITY ASSESSMENT AND DEVELOPMENT WORKSHOP (WP7) 



On February 13-16, 2017, DO-PCTC attended the said workshops that were presided 
by Mr John Jones (EU-Project 46), Mr Flarro Witterman (UNICRI), Dr Robert Frank 
(EU, RCO for South-East Asia) And Ssupt Jose Embang Jr (DO, BFO / EU CBRN CoE

The first Workshop (WP6) aims to raise awareness for effective prevention and 
preparedness against CBRN threats, to create a common vision of CBRN in support to 
the National Action Plan, and to develop risk scenarios, which can be assessed 
according to their probability and impact. Further, the second Workshop (WP7) aims 
to assess the current levels of capability to reduce the probability and impact of 
agreed risks likewise focused on legislation and its reinforcement. 

The Salient items discussed were the following: 

• Introduction to Workshop Project 46 which pertains to (1) Responder training; 
(2) Bio laboratory security; and (3) Risk Assessment, awareness raising and legal 
framework. 

• Scenario Risk Assessment 

• Countering CBRN in the UK. Strategy for Countering CBRN: Deny Terrorist access 
to CBRN materials; Protect vulnerabilities; Respond quickly and effectively to an 
attack; and facilitate an early return to normality.
